It begins to look as though Chicago 
carmen will soon be wishing they | 
had left that reporter alone. The | 
newspapers of the Windy City are| 
giving every indication that their de- 
mand for a grand clean up is not 
‘‘hot air’’ this time. Pressure 
brought upon public officials has been 
so great that the chief of police has 
resigned and there is even talk of Big 
Bill Thompson being forced out of 
the mayor’s chair before his time is 
up.
